That, the new income tax law laid 


rio\vn by the last democratic congress 
is still a genuine Chinese puzzle to 
the average business man and even 
some of our astute lawyers, ie evi- 
denced by the following comment in 
an eastern exchange. 


A new income tax 
rule has just 
been issned by the Internal' Revenue 
Commission relative to charging off 
bad debts. The following -is the re- 
vised rule: 


"Debts arising from unpaid wages, 
salaries, rents and items of similar 
taxable income due and payable on 
or after March 1. 1013, will not be al- 
lowed as general deductions under 
paragraph B of the income tax law 
unless the income which they repre- 
sent has been included in a return of 
gross income for the year in which 
tlie deduction as a bad debt is sought 
to be made or in a previous year, and 
the debts themselves have been ac- 
tually ascertained to be worthless and 
charged off. 


"All debts representing 
amounts 


That become due and payable prior to 
.March 1. 1913, and not ascertained to 
ha worthless prior 
to that date,' 
whether representing income or a re- 
turn of capital, are held to be allow- 
able deductions ,under paragraph B of 
the law in a return of income for the 
year in which they are actually ascer- 
tained to be worthless and are charged 
off." 


Without comment upon the rule it- 


srlf, it certainly shows one more rea- 
son why the income tax statute should 
be re-written so that two persons can 
read it and agree upon its meaning.

EXCELLENT SALADS. 
New Tomato Salad— Dip tomatoes 
in hot water, peel, remove inside, lill 
with one cnp- mashed potatoes well 
seasoned with .one tablespoon butter, 
one-half cup milk, salt, 'pepper, one 
tablespoon chopped onion. 
Set away 
to chill. When 
thoroughly chilled, 
cut into slices and lay 
on 
lettuce 
leaves. 


Ntw Pea Salad —Drain juice from 
ono can peas (or use fresh cooked 
peas), pour in dish and rinse with 
cold water. 
Add to tivese four large 
solid bananas diced. Now prepare a 
dressing irom -one cup sweet cream, 
one egg well beaten, 
one 
teaspoon 
flour, half teaspoon .dry mustard, two 
tablespoons 
butter, one tablespoon 
sugar, enough vinegar to taste (nc>t 
too sour. Boil this until it thickens, 
then remove from 
fire; 
when cold 
mix thoroughly with peas and bananas 
and sprinkle generously

peanuts, or any nuts desired. 


Delicious Potato Salad—Take about 
twenty-four small potatoes and boil In 
the jackets. When cold, pare and slice. 
Take a medium-sized cucumber, slice 
and let stand about an hour. Dice ten- 
der parts of two stalks of celery. Re- 
move skin of three medium-sized to- 
matoes and cut pulp very fine. Chop 
up two Bermuda onions and a lew 
leaves of-parsley. 
Add all these to 
potatoes, then pour a boiled dressing 
over mixture; add 
two 
hard-upiled 
eggs chopped fine, then add half pint 
cream. 
This recipe will serve about 
eight. It should be made the day be- 
fore you intend to serve, and put on 
ice. 
Boiled dressing: Half teaspoon 
salt, half teaspoon mustard, two eggs, 
four tablespoons vinegar, one table- 
spoon sugar, .few grains pepper, half 
cup milk, two tablespoons nrelted but- 
ter. 
Mix dry ingredients, add eggs 
beaten slightly, buter, milk and vine- 
gar very slowly. 
Cook over toiling 


water until mixture thickens; strain 
and cool.

Wounded, so far as ascertained, 138, 
of whom'86 were men, 35 women and 
17 children.

TWO APPROPRIATION 


BILLS TO GOVERNOR 


Senate Concurs In Appropriations for 


Banking Department and His- 


torical Society. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., July 23.—Appropria- 
tion bills allowing $103,000 for the 
maintenance of the state banking de- 
partment for the next two years, and 
$100,000 for the State Historical socie- 
ty were concurred in by the senate 
last night and now go to the governor. 
The senate also passed a bill giving 
Stout institute, at Menomonie, a bi- 
ennial grant of $85,000, and the Ev- 
erett bill providing for the payment by 
the state of 
the 
appropriations of 
$255,000 for state fair improvements, 
made two years ago, in annual install- 
ments. 
Senator 
Everett explained 
that ?55,000 is to be made available 
when Milwaukee county deeds the land 
adjacent to the fair grounds to the 
state, and $50,000 is to be paid in four 
annual installments. He said the Mil- 
waukee county board is ready 
and 


willing to meet these conditions and 
that tne governor 
is in accord with 
the plan. On 'this understanding the 
senate passed the bill. Senator Everett 
said the county board probably will 
see that the 
first 
appropriation is 
available within sixty days. The vote 
was 21 ,to 2, the latter being Senators 
Bennett and Staudenmayer. 


Two 
administration . consolidation 
bills were put through by the senate. 
The Hanson bill creating a state de- 
partment of engineering was passed, 
17 to 5, and concurrence was given 
the committee bill reorganizing the 
state printing board, 16 to 5. 
The 
senate also concurred in the Albers 
bill allowing the Wisconsin Valley Im- 
provement company 
to acquire and 
construct a system of reservoirs on the 
Wisconsin river. 


Senator Whitman's 
bill 
repealing 
the state fair appropriations, which 
the senate as above noted provided 
for paying in installments, was killed 
without contest. 


Several other bills of more or less 
importance* went over until next week. 
A motion by Senator Burke to recon- 
sider the vote by which the Bichler 
bill abolishing the office of state claim 
agent was killed, will be acted upon 
next Wednesday.

Vienna, July 23.—Although Austria 
has no fear of an insufficient harvest 
and although conditions even now are 
improving to such an extent that the 
notably bad bread is being rapidly 
betered, plans aiv already being con- 
sidered for the confiscating the .1915 
harvest of wheat of various kinds to 
avoid high prices 
superinduced 
by 
speculation. 


It is proposed to create, from the 
present war flour control commission 
a state organization, into whose hands 
the entire confiscated crop would be

divide the flour evenly and' equably. 
The farmers are not at all averse to 
the confiscation of the crop and the 
establishment of a uniform prtce for 
their product, but they oppose the 
centra-l organization plan, and prefer
